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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. Said subject matter is "resiliently contacting" (lines 11-12). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5, 7, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

For accuracy, it appears that "support post" (claim 5, last line) should be -holding 
arm-. 

In claim 7, it is not clear what structures provide for the "resiliently contacting". 
Because of this and also because it is deemed to be new matter, no art rejection can be 
made for claims 7 and 8 at this time. 

All claims should be revised carefully to correct all other deficiencies similar to the 
ones noted above. 
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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Young (US 6698683) in view of Pitcher (US 3227386). 

Young discloses an apparatus having substantially all the claimed features 
including a support post 52, a first holder including a holding rod 40 on one side of the 
post, a second holder with holding arm 60 (or 62), a fastening arm connecting the 
holding arm to the support post. What is not disclosed is an inverted u-shaped member. 
Pitcher discloses another roll holder having inverted u-shaped member 35 or 46 (figs. 5- 
8) for engaging a roll. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to alternatively provide the arm 60 (or 62) of Young with an inverted u-shaped 
member as taught by Pitcher to engage a roll. The holding arm reads on the bottom 
portion of the u-shape member of Pitcher such as shown in fig. 7. It should be noted 
that the roll frictionally engages the u-shape member as soon as it touches the u-shape 
member. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5 and 7 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection necessitated by new claims 5-8. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
